The exposure meter is calculated for objects of average opacity. If the parts to be taken are more transparent 
than the average, like the lungs, 20 to 30°, have to be deducted, if the parts are more opaque than the average, 
like the pelvis or the skull, the same amount has to be added to the actual thickness found with the centimeter rule.

Screw the attachment plug in any lamp socket affording 110 volt direct or alternating cur- 
rent and the No. 7 Coil is ready to work, Turn on the stap in the lamp socket and the vibrating spring 
will begin to buzz and a spark will be observed at O. If for any reason it should fail to buzz, adjust the 
regulating screw Kh. 


For Migh Frequency. Insert plug P in socket S and insert electrode E in handle H, 
pressing it gently but firmly until it engages the contact spring inside of the handle. Unscrew the regulat- 
ing screw R until if no longer touches the vibrating spring, therplace the electrode E in contact with the 
skin of patient and turn regulating screw R carefully until a spark is formed at C. The current may be 
made mild or strong as desired by turning the regulating screw to make light or heavy contact, 


For Cautery. Attach the cautery electrode to the handle and heavy cautery cords furn< 
ished, attaching them to binding posts B P. Plug P should be removed from socket S when using cautery. 
Loosen regulating screw R until no spark is observed, then press the spring on cautery handle to close the 
circuit aud turn on regulating screw R carefully until the desired heat of cautery knife is obtained. 


CAUTION! Assoon as through using the apparatus, turn off the snap in lamp socket or, 
better still, unscrew the attachment plug so as to turn off the current. Each coil is tested for an hour’s 
continuous operation,in the factory, which is longer than any treatment ever desired. With proper care
